To m ake navi­ 
gable the lower reaches of the river 
the plan must comprehend adequate 
provision for regulation of the flow 
from the head waters. 
In the dry ' 
season there is too little water; in 
the flood season too much. 
To rem ­ 
edy these conditions the construction 
of dams and reservoirs becomes nec­ 
essary. 
Plan to Check Floods. 
Such a scheme of dams and reser­ 
voirs will evheck the 
floods which 
menace th at region, according to Mr. 
W allace’s argum ent. 
The Youghio­ 
gheny joints the Monongahela for­ 
ty-three miles below Connellsville and 
contributes largely 
to 
the floods 
which annually 
menace Pittsburg. 
And 
the Pittsburg floods are notor­ 
ious the country over for the mil­ 
lions of damage which they do to; 
property and commerce, and for the 
loss of life which they cause. “ Yet I

The water that 
Connellsville and this entire region 
is dependent upon is wasted in these 
floods. 
Its volume would suffice to

You can hear his bellows blow; 
You can hear him swing his heavy

They love to see the flaming forge, 
And hear the bellows roar,
